7. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kleinberger et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,252,707, "System for Three-Dimensional 
Viewing and Projection", class 359/465, 06/26/2001. 

Regarding claim 1, Kleinberger discloses a kiosk display for 3D display 
comprising: a micro polarizer based 3D display system (col. 24, lines 18-23); a clear or 
transparent band surrounding said display system (col. 27, lines 9-13, a layer that 
covers the images on the display, which Examiner interprets as a transparent band); 
one or more viewing polarized filters (col. 45, line 1 ) and an ergonomic base unit 
supporting said display system and said band (figure 1) wherein multiple combinations 
of display systems with said bands to form a complete or partial ring of said 3D display. 
(It is the Examiners interpretation that the system can be formed of multiple 
combinations of display systems and layers) 

Regarding claim 2, Kleinberger discloses wherein said display comprises a CRT 
display, (col. 7, line 47) 

Regarding claim 3, Kleinberger discloses wherein said display comprises a LCD 
display, (col. 6, lines 52-67) 

Regarding claim 4, Kleinberger discloses wherein said display comprises a 
projection screen upon which a 3D image is projected, (col. 19, lines 14-16) 
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Regarding claim 5, Kleinberger discloses wherein said projected image is part of 
a front projection system, (col. 53, lines 15-19) 

Regarding claim 6, Kleinberger discloses wherein said display is part of a rear 
projection system, (col. 53, lines 15-1) 

Regarding claim 7, Kleinberger discloses further comprising sensors (col. 43, line 
18) on or near said transparent band for sensing the presence of a viewer, (col. 42, 
lines 61-64)
